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HILL  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1985  the  Hill  Fire  Department  responded  to  80 
calls  for  service.   This  is  a  19%  increase  over  the 
number  of  calls  in  1984.   The  members  of  the  department 
contributed  in  excess  of  975  man  hours  for  these  calls. 
In  addition,  many  hours  were  contributed  for  Monday 
night  equipment  checks,  work  details  for  station  and 
vehicle  maintenance  and  training  sessions. 

With  a  great  deal  of  valuable  assistance  from  members 
of  the  368th  Engineer  Battalion-US  Army  Reserve,  the 
exterior  walls  and  roof  of  the  addition  were  erected. 
The  members  of  the  fire  department  have  continued  to 
work  on  the  addition,  insulating  the  ceiling  and 
installing  temporary  heat.   The  next  activities  will  be 
the  installation  of < plumbing  connections  and  the  floor. 
As  additional  funds  are  raised  this  year,  work  will 
continue  to  finish  the  interior.

monies  and  to  use  the  interest  earned  thereon  for  said 
project;

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(Amend. #2)    Amendment  #2  was  made  by  John  Lynch  to  rephrase  the  last 
paragraph  "and  that  the  Hill  School  Board  be  authorized 
to  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  the  School  Board 
Members,  Superintendent  of  Schools  ( SU  #18)  and  five 
other  registered  voters  to  design  and  oversee  the 
construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Jennie  D.  Blake 
School. 

The  moderator  informed  the  people  they  would  be  voting 
on  a  bond  issue  by  secret  ballot  with  the  check  list,  a 
required  2/3  majority  vote  was  needed  to  carry  the 
motion,  and  the  polls  would  be  open  the  required  hour. 
The  polls  were  declared  open  at  8:21  and  were  closed  at 
9:22  p.m.  by  the  Assistant  Moderator  Harold  Berlind.

Thomas  Whitman  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  transfer 
$1,000.00  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  School 
Building  from  any  unexpended  funds  of  1984-85. 

VOTE;   Negative 

ARTICLE  #13.   The  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by 

John  Chandler  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $541,069.00  for 
support  of  the  schools,  salaries  of  the  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  capital  construction,  and  payment 
of  statutory  obligations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  AND  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hill: 

()\ir   annual  report  this  year  will  provide  you  with  an  overview 
oi^    the  accomplishments  of  your  school  district  and  explain  the 
iH8b-37  school  budcret.   Every  attempt  will  be  made  to  recognize 
the  irany  people  who  have  assisted  us  in  what  has  turned  out  to 
he  an  extremely  busy  year. 

The  School  Board  Building  Committee  and  School  Administration 
completed  a  construction  project  in  twenty  weeks  that  would 
normally  have  taken  fifty-two  weeks.   From  the  vote  of  the 
public  last  April  to  the  openirtfg  of  school  on  September  5th, 
meetings,  drawings,  bonding,  engineering,  disassembling  the 
existing  building  and  construction  have  all  been  completed  for 
purposes  of  giving  our  young  people  a  better  school  in  which  to 
learn. 

The  cooperation  we  received  from  Selectmen,  Road  Agent  and 
Committee  members,  greatly  assisted  us  in  completing  a  majority 
of  the  project  on  time.   There  are  still  some  small  items  to  be 
finished  before  the  last  payment  can  be  made  and  the  books 
closed. 

The  new  addition  and  renovations  have  resulted  in  a  greatly 
improved  educational  environment.   Students  and  teachers  find 
the  additional  space  to  be  welcome  relief  from  the  overcrowded 
situation  of  previous  years. 

1986-87  Budget 

The  budget  presented  to  the  Town  Budget  Committee  on  January 
15,  1986,  reflected  an  increase  of  $58,976.00  (15.98%).   The 
tax  effect  is  16.25%  more  than  last  year  due  primarily  to  the 
following: 

(a)  Jr./Sr.  High  School  Tuition  increased  $38,348; 

(b)  First  Principal  payment  on  Bond  is  $22,000; 

(c)  School  Transportation  increased  $2,088; 

(d)  Interest  payment  on  Bond  increased  $3,021; 

(e)  Town  Hall  Rent  and  Electricity  increased  $3,050; 

(f)  Liability  insurance  increased  $1,657. 
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The  instructional  budget  which  is  for  the  students  attending 
t.he  Jennie  D.  Blake  School,  reflects  the  following  changes: 

...Siudent  Textbook  cost  is  $3,194  -  up  $244; 

...Student  and  Teaching  Supplies  cost  is  $7,127  -  up  $2,711; 
...Student.  Equipment  and  Furniture  is  $2,000  -  down  $376  per 

child. 

Each  year  the  Board  plans  to  improve  certain  programs.   The 
science  program  will  receive  priority  attention  next  year. 
New  books,  supplies,  and  equipment  account  for  $3,110. 
Heading  and  Encrlish  account  for  $1,950.   Mathematics  is 
budaeted  at  $600.00.

Report  of  the  Principal 

The  1985-86  school  year  opened  with  a  new  look.   The  addition  to 
the  existing  structure  was  almost  complete  and  we  were  able  to 
utilize  all  the  areas  on  the  first  day!   The  new  addition  added 
a  new  classroom  which  is  being  used  by  the  4th  and  5th  grade 
combination,  renovations  which  expanded  the  present  1st  and  6th 
grade  classrooms  and  a  basement  which  is  no  longer  just  a 
basement  but  a  library,  reading  lab,  and  private  kindergarten 
space.   The  students  and  faculty  thank  all  who  made  this 
possible.   A  few  items  such  as  painting  and  replacement  of  worn 
rugs  still  need  to  be  accomplished  in  the  future. 

The  New  Macmillan  Math  Series  has  arrived  and  is  in  place.   It 
is  proving  to  be  an  exceptional  program  geared  for  all  levels. 
Material  is  provided  not  only  for  the  initial  teaching  of  a 
concept  but  also  for  reinforcement  and  mastery  with  plenty  of 
activities  available  for  those  who  are  able  to  take  a  concept 
and  integrate  it  with  others.   A  three  year  plan  for  improvement 
of  instruction  is  presently  being  worked  on  by  the  staff  with 
next  year's  target  area  for  improvement  being  the  science 
program. 

Computer  education  continues  to  be  a  priority.   We  are  now 
fortunate  enough  to  have  four  Apple  Computers  and  two  printers 
in  the  school  which  have  been  purchased  with  federal  grant 
monies.   Back  to  the  "Basics"  has  an  entirely  new  meaning  when 
talking  about  computers  at  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School.   There 
aren't  enough  hours  in  the  day  to  appease  the  students  desire  to 
use  this  extraordinary  teaching  tool. 

Extra  curricular  activities  are  an  integral  part  of  the  school 
program.   The  basketball  team  is  off  to  a  fine  start  with  their 
new  uniforms,  and  softball  and  volleyball  are  planned  for  Spring 
activities.   The  addition  of  Cross  Country  Skiing  using  the 
Gunstock  Nordic  Outreach  program  has  been  a  big  success.   It's 
great  to  see  all  the  students,  grades  1  through  6,  outside 
enjoying  this  lifelong  activity.   Hopefully,  this  can  be 
scheduled  again  for  another  year. 

Again,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  following  people  for  providing 
the  students  in  Hill  the  environment  and  the  tools  necessary  for 
effective  learning:   parents  and  townspeople,  school  volunteers, 
the  Hill  School  Board,  School  Administrative  Unit  Eighteen 
Staff.

ACCOUNTANT'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Hill  School  District 
Hill,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Hill  School  District 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying 
table  of  contents.   Our  examination  was  made^  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  government  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Hill  School  District  at  June  30,  1985  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.   The  supplemental  schedules  listed  in 
the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and 
are  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Hill 
School  District.   The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined  financial  statements 
and,  in  our  opinion  is  stated  fairly  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to 
the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
